the damage done to NATO defenses was 
less serious than such press accounts 
implied. They also speculated that politi- 


cal rivalries in West Germany might ac- 
count for at least some of the heat being 
generated there by the Frankfurt news- 
paper's revelations. 

“I don’t want to play down the serious- | 
ness of the German spy case,’ said the 
ambassador of one. major NATO country 
at the alliance headquarters here, “but 
frankly, public discussion of the damage 
done is becoming grossly exaggerated.” 
Other. officials made similar comments. 
The NATO officials argued that they 


had always assumed the Soviet Union
